REMARKS 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the statement in the above- 
identified Office Action that claims 1-18 define patentable subject matter. 

The only rejection in the Office Action was under 35 USC 251 based on a 
defective reissue declaration. It was stated that each signature of the inventors, if 
supplied on a separate sheet, must be part of a complete oath/declaration. As such, 
three declarations, each signed by a single co-inventor, were required.
